They had learned also that ten minutes out of a single life is rela- 
tively unimportant in the eternal scheme of things. 

Another interesting experience was to watch the reunions of travel- 
ers and the relatives and friends who had come to meet them. By and 
large, people are not very good looking; they are marred by many de- 
fects. Yet these folks, rather dull and scarred and commonplace, rushed 
into each other’s arms with cries of ‘darling’ and exclamations to the 
effect that “you are the most wonderful thing in the world”. 

A grand and appealing thought it is that mo man or woman is so ill- 
favored or unimportant but what there is some one somewhere to whom he 
of she is beautiful. One of the finest lines in all literature is: “He setteth 
the solitary in families.”

SOME NOTES ON SUMMER-FAL 


LOWING 


Summer-fallowing requires the most 
thought and ‘care of any operation en- 
countered by the grain farmers of the 
Canadian prairies. The correctness of 
this statement, states A. E. Palmer, 
‘Assistant Superintendent, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lethbridge, A1l- 
lberta, is‘recognizej when it is under- 
stood that most of the soil drifting 
takes place on faliowed land. The 
proper handling of summer-fallows 
therefore becomes the main factor in 
meeting! the prairie grain farmers’ 
greatest hazard—soil drifting. 

Soil drifting contro] has been much 
more easily sccomplished by strip 
farming then by fallowing in large 
blocks and: this year many more famm- 
ers will strip their fields. 

Plowgzhless failcws cultivated in a 
way that wiil ensure ‘a good trash cov- 
er being left on the surface have 
proved to be much superior to 
ploughed fallows in resisting drifting 
and so most farmers will use the 
trash cover method of falbowing where 
they have sufficient stubble or dead 
weeds to give a good trash protection. 

Farmers everywhere are recogniz- 
ing that if one+ways or common disks 
are used for ploughless falbowing, 
great care must (be exercised to pre- 
vent covering the trash. Duckfovr 
cultivators or blade weeders are pre- 
ferred where they will operate except 
where Russian thistles are forming 
the trash and must be anchored to 
prevent them from blowing away.

An important point in the manage- 
ment of fallows is to watch the fields 
for any sign of drifting. It is surpris- 
ing what a little straw scattered heta 
and there or a few furrows or somé 
listing will do to stop spots from 
drifting that may involve the entire 
field. 

The reason for fallowing, of course, 
is to store moisture for the gucceed- 


ing year’s crop and to control weeds. ' 


This is not extremely difficult as mois. 
ture that erters the sub-soil can be 
best conserved apparently by prevent- 
ing weeds or other plants from grow- 
ing. Thus weed control and water 
conservation are accomplished toget.- 
er. 

Getting the precipitation dnto the 
sub-soil of fallows instead of permit- 
ting it to mn off is more difficult. 
Deep cultivation is thought by many 
to be the method of ensuring maxi- 
mum penetration of water but experi- 
ments and experience do not substan- 
tiate this opinion on most soils. Com- 
parisons made jf plough and plougih- 
less fallows on the Dominion Experi- 
mental Stations and Sub-stations of 


the prairies do not show any more | 


moisture stored in deeply ploughej 
fields than in ploughiess fallowed 
fields that are tilled to a depth of but 
three to five inches and grain yields 


have been no beiter with deep tillage. 

At the present time tests are being 
mace with fbasin listing, contour cul- 
tivation, contour nicging or ditching 
to hold the water on the land yo it 
will soak into the sub-soil. The re- 
sults of these tests will be watched 
with interest. 


SOLUBLE PHOSPHATE 
IS UNIVERSAL NEED 


Of phosphorus deficiency in Cana- 
dian soils much has been heand dur- 
ing recent years, and fertilizers con- 
taining higher percentages of this im- 
portant plant food substance are in- 
creasingly in demand, says B. Lestic 
(mslie, well-known chemist-agrono- 
mist. The subject is referred to in 
the latest annwal repert of the On- 
tario Research Foun!ation, ag fol- 
lows: “Whilst it is true that almost 
any land will in time suffer from defi- 


bare ciency if cropping is continued with- 
\ 


out the use o* fertilizer, it is equally 
true that ‘certain types of soil are, 
from the commenicement, low or idefi- 
cient in one or more elements. A par- 
ticular example of this relationship 1s 
‘to ibe found in the occurrence ‘of phos- 
phorus deficiency in the strongly alka.- 
ling ‘clay loam soils along the north- 
ern shore of Lake Ontario. ... The 
problems do not end with the crop3 
which are girown, but extend into the 
field of anima! nutnition. It will ba 
obvious that stock raised in districts 
with these characteristics will tend to 
show symptoms of deficiency dis- 
eases.” 


Thus, both plants and animals are 
affected and the effects are passed on 
to mankind, for phosphorus is not

When making a layer cake with
